Pursuant to the Interview Summary of April 19, 2007, the period for providing a 
formal reply extending one-month from the mailing date, i.e., by May 21, 2007 (May 19, 
2007 being a Saturday), Applicant submits herewith the following substance of the 
Interview. 

In a telephonic interview with Examiner Hug on April 19, 2007, the Examiner's 
withdrawal of the rejection by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences under 37 
CFR 41.50(b) and the reinstatement of the rejections previously decided by the Board 
were discussed. In particular, it was agreed the Board's rejection was overcome by 
Applicants' January 3, 2007 response, and that the additional rejections presented in 
the January 19, 2007 Office Action were moot as already decided by the Board.
